Who's currently in the band? 

Severed Mass is currently myself (Jeremy 
Morris) on lead vocals, Jaime Simoneaux 
(guitar and vocals), Benny DiMacco (guitar), 
Craig Drury (bass), and David Power (drums). 


Severe d Mass has been around in some form 

or another since the mid 90’s. C are to give a 

little history on the band? 

Yes, Severed Mass started in the mid 90's 
pretty much evolving from the band Noiz 
Gate. I came soon after and the lineup was 
myselt and Jaime with Joe Richaud on guitar, 
my good pal and chairman of the Who Dat 
Nation Brie Aucoin on bass, and Gary Hebert 
on drums. This lineup continued for a few 
years (sorry I am shitty on times, I cant 
remember what happened last night). After a 
few lineup changes we have had this group for 
about 3 years. 


Wht*i bi*Y5 been vour favorite and least 

favorite shows? 

My personal favorite was of course opening up 
for Morbid Angel @ Zepplins. I also enjoyed 
acting like an ass in Gulfport at Pat N Nick's, 
and partying hard with the kick ass people in 
Ft Walton Really not too many shows I didn't 
like, but there was this one time in Pensacola 
someone tried to kick us offstage after 2 
songs, it got pretty ugly after that but that’s all 
I'll say for legal reasons of course. 


What is vour opinion of the Neu Orleans 

scene? Any bands/venues that you miss? 

I would say the scene is in a rebuilding stage 
Death Metal kind of died out for a little while, 
but the younger generation is bringing it back, 
which 1 think is cool as hell. I am sick of 
seeing all these younger kids listening to shit 
ass rap bullshit But thankfully I think that shit 
has gotten old As for venues I miss Zepplin's 
would have to top the list, I also miss Pat N 
Nicks (Gulfport) and the Bottle Club (Ft 
Walton). For bands I would have to Acid Bath 
and Abuse kicked ass. 

Lately you've been plavine a lot at bole in the 

wall bars in l^place and Reserve How did 

you get hooked up with those and how have 

you been received there ? 

I have lived in Norco and I^aplace pretty much 
my whole life, so these are bars I used to be 
thrown out of all the time but kept just kept 
coming back till they put up with me Most of 
our band is from Norco so it's like a home 
crowd for us. 


Any plans to release a recording in the near

Mike IX Williams contributed this 
interview with Hellkontroll,a 
noisy thrash/punk hand whose 
members hail from Louisiana and 
Texas. 

Bullshit question aside first, 
who's in the band and who plays 

what? 

Hellkontroll is myself (Max) on 
guitar and vocals and Dan on 
drums and vocals. 

You guvs are really young, how 

long have you been a band? 

We've been playing in bands 
together since we were 12 or 13 
years old. Hellkontroll has been 
around in some form for about 
three years. 

Any of you play in any groups 

before this one? 

Before Hellkontroll we've been in 
too many bands to count, mostly 
together. Currently Hellkontroll is 
my only serious project but I’m 
working on another band that 
should be ready to record 
sometime soon. Dan is also in 
Firing Squad and Sodomorrhea. 
both are based out of Austin. 


How important is it to you to be a 

duo? Have you ever had, or ever 

considered getting a bassist? 
We've talked about it but I think 
part of what makes Hellkontroll 
what it is has a lot to do with the 


band being a two piece. It leads to 
a very fast paced writing process 
and we've really learned howto 
read each other very well. 

Geographically what do you call 

home. La. or Texas? 

We are originally from Louisiana. 
I still live in Baton Rouge and 
Dan lives in Austin. It doesn’t 
really matter where people say we 
are from. 

You seem to be influenced bv the 

Japanese style of D-beat Punk. 

are bands like Confuse. Gai. 

Gloom. Battle of Disarm. 

Disclose etc.. 

a big part of the HellKontroll 

sound and persona? What about 

Punk in general appeals to you? 

Of course, we love all of those 
bands but we take influence from 
all types of music. We love 
Swedish and Finnish hardcore as 
well. Bands like Anti Cimex and 
Discharge of course. And Dan 
loves Houston rap. I think Punk 
appeals to us because it gives us 
an outlet to express our anger and 
frustration with a society that we 
don't necessarily fit into. Also its 
provided us with a network of 
like minded individuals to relate 
to. 

What other bands are inspiring to 

you all? Any Metal? Have you 

heard the new Discharge? 

We both love metal. I'm a huge 
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fan of Hellhammer, Venom, 

Celtic Frost, Sodom, etc. Dan 
listens to tons of black metal. As 
for the new Discharge, I'm 
personally not too interested in it. 
No disrespect at all. Discharge is 
probably my favorite band of all 
time, but 1 think they really 
perfected their sound so early on 
that I don't really need to hear any 
more. Although I can listen to 
Grave New World and enjoy it, 
so I don't know how valid that 
statement is. 

What releases do vou have out 

and what releases do you have 

planned? What label are these 

on? 

We have a seven inch out on 
Noxious Noize records (Soul 
Robbers and Nightmare Fuckers) 
and should have another one out 
on Noxious Noize in a couple of 
months. The new material 
completly destroys the old 
material in my opinion. I'm 
excited to get it out. 

Anv tours booked? What would 
be vour ideal gin, with bands 
l iving or dead... 

We don't have any tours planned 
but hopefully soon. 

What do vour lyrics speak about? 

Would vou sav you're a political 

group? 

We aren't a political group 
necessarily. Like 1 said earlier our 


ly rics more deal with anger and 
frustration that stems from our 
daily experiences in the system 
that has been presented for us and 
our complete disgust with the 
way of life that we are 
"supposed" to lead within such a 
system. In a sense 1 guess that 
could come off as political and if 
it does thats fine. I'm not too 
worried about it. I mean I'm an 
anarchist, a lot of the lyrics I 
write deal with war, imperialism, 
blind consumerism, the 
destruction of the planet at the 
hands of man, etc. so I can see 
how we'd be taken as a political 
band. All in all I think its more 
important to take the lyrics and 
music for what they are and not 
worry whether or not they fit the 
label of being political or not. 

We aren’t trying to write in a 
predetermined "Crusty D-beat 
whatever" style or anything like 
that though.

The original line-up was: Doug 
Hansen-vocals. David Gamble-guitar. 

Mark Dubisson-guitar. Stewart 
Dowouis-bass. Eddie Joubert-drums. 

In the early 9Q's Eddie and Mark 

were in Destitute Savior together. 

Stewart and David were in Infant 

Slug together, Doug was in Drag 

Link. Mark left the band and was 

replaced by Jarade Chaisson. who 

was also in Destitute Savior, but not 

at the same time as Eddie, and his 

brother (Mike) was in Infant Slug. 

and cousin (James Roundtree) was in 

Drag Link. 

Whew! Is that correct? 

Actually, after the disassembling of 
Drag Link and Destitute, Doug, 

Mark, Eddie, and Jarade formed 
Pressure Head together which later 
became known as Godhole after the 
addition of guitarist David Gamble. 
'No Room For Saints' was initially an 
attempt at putting 'Godhole' back 
together. Once we reunited, however, 
it quickly became a collective 
realization that we were all now 
somewhere else musically, but 
reluctantly still on the same page. 

The original line-up of N.R.F.S. was 


actually Doug(vocals), Mark(guitar), 
Jarade(on bass), and Eddie(drums). 
Jarade had a lot of personal issues 
outside of the band early on, so he 
left for a brief period and was 
replaced by Stewart 01 bass. Dave 
was also a later addition. When Mark 
departed to pursue his band, Drunken 
Destroyer, Jarade made his return, 
but this time on guitar. 

How long has the band been 

together? 

It's been almost a year now, and we're 
really pleased at how well things 
have meshed together in that 
relatively short period of time, but 
that is to be expected since this 
lineup has been in and out of bands 
with one another over the years. Most 
of us have known and jammed with 
each other since we were kids. 

Having members with backgrounds 

in death metal and 
funk/thrash/hardcore bands, how did 

you decide on the straight up heavy 

rock sound that you have going with 

No Room For Saints? 

Basically, we didn’t over think it this 
time. We just got in a room together 
with a few riffs and jammed. We've 
all done the whole extreme, crazy- 
song-structure thing for years. Now, 
we just want to write good songs. Our 
approach this time is to just let the 
influences that got us into music in 
the first place shine through. Some 
people may say that we're trying to 
emulate our idols. We call it honesty. 
This is what comes out naturally. 

How has your demo been received so 

far? 

People seem to really be getting into 





























and are totally inspired to see where 
we can take it as a result. We put this 
band together because we all love 
music, plus it is a great excuse for old 
friends to gather and have a good 
time. Anything else the music brings 
is just icing on the cake for us. 

What have be en vour favorite and 
least favorite shows? 

Despite the fact that it has no real 
P A. system. The Banks Street Bar 
was one of our best shows so far. 
There was such a killer NOLA 
atmosphere there, and the crowd 
seemed eager to lend an ear and 
participate. As far as our least 
favorite?...I think all of the clubs and 
crowds so far have been very 
receptive. Even our personal bad 
nights have been met with genuine 
applause, so in the end that's all that 
truly matters. 

What is vour opinion of the New 

Orleans scene? 

If any city can resurrect rock and 
metal, it's New Orleans. The New 
Orleans scene should have preceded 
the Seattle scene back in the day. But 
then again, what does the music 
industry know? It's great to pick up 
one of the major magazines these 
days like Metal Maniacs and finally 
see long overdue features on 
Goatwhore, Outlaw Order, Down, 
Soilent Green, etc. all in one issue. 
Things are definitely on the up. There 
was a decade or so where things got a 
little quiet and uninspiring, but now a 
lot of good new bands are emerging 
on the hard rock/metal scene, and we 
are even seeing the return of many 
old school bands and musicians. New 
Orleans is definitely regaining its 
steam again. 


Any plans to tour? 

That all comes down to finances 
really. We hope to scrape enough 
money together to do so this summer, 
but we have to take it one day at a 
time at this point. We may have a 
headlining spot at an industry 
showcase in FL later this year, so we 
may use that as a springboard to hit 
the road. 

What have vou been listening to 

lately? 

Lots of Sabbath, Clutch, AC/DC, 
C.O.C., Danzig, Sleep, Prong, 
Motorhead, Kreator, classic thrash 
and death metal, etc. Some of us are 
also into punk, so stuff like Bad 
Religion, Hot Water Music, 
Jawbreaker, etc. still inspires us as 
well. 

Any final comments, suggestions, 
recipes, remedies, etc .? 

We just want to thank everyone who 
has come out to the shows, bought 
our music, shared kind words and 
wished us well so far. It has been a 
total blast. As long as you guys keep 
coming out to support local bands 
like us, we'll keep doing what we do. 
We're aware that people often have a 
tendency to only go out to see cover 
bands or already established national 
acts, but there are also some really 
good unsigned bands out there right 
now doing original music right here 
in our backyard. All they need is your 
support. 

And thank you, Bobby, for 
continuing to give fans and bands 
such a killer fanzine to enjoy for so 
many years.

That’s 
what makes the hourglass in a metropolis like us tick, and tick we 
do. Heavy and different has always been Southern Louisiana's 
calling card and in the wake of Katrina, or ‘Post-K’ as the new 
term has evolved and come to be known, the bands that survived 
the flood and the bands that were bom from the looting and 
wreckage are vast and diverse - a little bit from column “A” and a 
little bit from column “B”. Here’s a shortened master list of the 
previously foreshadowed outfits: Pallbearers, Haarp, Face First, 
Die Rotzz, Flesh Parade, Bastard Sons, Varg Wulf, Star of 
Kaos, Arson Anthem, Quintron, A Hanging, Black Rose Band, 
Phantoms, Tire Fire, Brickwar, Innermost, Blowermotor, Devil 
and the Sea, Drysocket, Suplecs, Black Snow, Morning 40 
Federation, Catholicon, The Bills, Snake Oiler, Sufferstream, 
Dusk Rapist, Hollywood Blues, Spickle, Mudd Piggs, Hawg 
Jaw, We Need to Talk, Hellkontroll, Barghest, Thou, Big Baby, 
Fat Stupid Ugly People.
